Finished mine about a week ago, thought others may appreciate a quick 
review: 


Inventory/Assembly- 

This kit has very few parts, and all of them are easily identified. 
There are no mystery components that look alike, no "non-standard" parts 
that must be inspected under a microscope to find their value. There ARE 
two different types of .Q1uF capacitors. One is for the IC timing, the 
other four are for bypassing. As the instructions warn, (and which I 
missed until it was too late) the one different capacitor has different 
hole spacing than the others, and thus must only be used in it's 
designated location. Otherwise, everything else went fairly smoothly. 

There are some holes on the PCB that aren't used, and others that 
contain many wires of different functions. I believe the extra $ to 
silk-screen the board would be very useful to prevent building errors. 

The holes and traces are quite small, so the use of a magnifying 
device may be needed for those of us with aging eyes 8>) 

Many of the "off-board" parts are not included. To get it running, 
you'll need to provide a Piezo speaker, Power switch, Pushbutton switch 
for Function control, Keyer IC (8 pin DIP variety like a Tick, or 
PK-series from JHP), a speed pot (depending on your choice of keyer IC), 
and the keyboard. If you don't have any spare parts around, the total 
cost of the kit could double. 

*kkJHP provides a PK-Basic Keyer IC with this kit for an extra $2x**« 

All in all, fairly easy to build if you're careful. 


Operation- 

The device operates exactly as advertised. The first time I fired 
it up, I received the "FB" message through the piezo speaker (not 
included, but easy to obtain). I immediately started typing, and heard 
good clean code come from the speaker. I opted to order JHP's PK-Basic 
keyer IC with the kit, so speed change is quite easy To my ear it seems 
very close to the advertised speeds. 

Memories were easy to program and play back with the press of either 
single key, or SHIFT+ a key (for the second bank of memories). 

I haven't yet needed to use the user programmed keys, nor beacon 
mode, so can't address their operation here. 


Summary - 

I "invested" a total of $21(including shipping) for this device. 
It's very basic. It doesn't use a display, no status indicators, but it 
does produce code. It fills a niche for low-cost (and small size) 
Keyboard keyers. I'd recommend it. 


As everyone else says, "I have no interest in JHP other than being a 
satisfied customer"

Unless the pileup is really huge and covers more than 10 khz, the DX is 
probably 1-5 khz down. If large, he is probably running a 10 khz split. 
Very seldom will you hear a split wider than 10 khz. 


First note the frequency of those calling. Say its 14028. I would then 
look at 14025 for the dx because there are certain frequencies that are 
used frequently for dx and dxpeditions. On cw, these are generally 25 


khz up from the bottom of the band. On and 80 and 30 meters, its usually 
three or five khz up from the bottom. So if the pileup is near these hot 
spots, check them first. 


Otherwise, find a station working the DX and look about 3 khz lower.If 
you hear nothing, continue to look a little lower. Remember, howeever 
that unless the DX is sending at slow speed, he is going to be spending 
a lot more time tuning nad listening to the pileup than he is 
transmitting, so that will add to the difficulty of finding him. 


If the DX is really rare, my favorite way of finding him is to tune 1-5 
khz down with the selectivity open and wait for someone to call on the 
wrong VFO. They will then be jumped on by three or more other fellas.

Many have been there long enough to have heard the call once or twice. 
The DX op may just send his call once and quickly so many may have 
missed it. Others may decide work first and worry about who it was 
later. 


Some will know the call because its been posted on the DX cluster or 
local packet cluster. But do stick around after you've wokred the dx to 
make sure that the original poster got it right. They some times post 
who they think the station is, but are wrong. 


Also, if there are major dxpeditions taking place, they will post the 
frequencies that they will be using in advance. If a pileup appears near 
that frequency at a time appropriate for propagation to that part of the 
world, its most likely that the DX is the Dxpeditioner. AGain listen and 
confirm before you move on.

The numbers are known as cut numbers, and there are 

several versions that were normally used on military and 
commercial circuits - some of which moved over to the 
amateur circuits over the years. The abreviations come 
from the Phillips code - a portion of which that applied 

to amateur operations used to be in the ARRL handbook, 

the ARRL Operators Handbook (expanded version), the 

first few pages of the Callbook when it was a paper version, 
and some of which was posted on Chuck Adams' web site.

First: Power is not a substitute for skill! Enjoy QRP.

Most DX station listen up. If you hear the pileup, so go slowly down with 
your RX frequency (2 to 5 to 10 kHz). Can you not copy any station, go 
back to the start and search again. Is it possible, that the DX station 
also listened and not transmitted. 


2. When I do find the DX station running calls he never seems to give his 
own call. How do all those guys in the pileup know who the heck they are 
working? I listened to a station a couple of nights ago at the bottom of 30 
M for about 20 minutes and heard lots of 5NN's and calls of the stations he 
was reporting but never his own call. How to deal with this??

In a pileup is time money, so the DX station will give his own call (and 
sometimes QSL infos) after 10 or more QSO's. Wait and you will hear the DX 
call. 


Note: ANY (!) station is a DX station for a ham on the other end of the 
world!

Every once in a while, you'll hear someone using cut numbers in his call 
sign! Aside from being an improper ID, it makes a four-character ham 
call sound like an old shipboard CW station call (which usually had four 
letters in the call, just like commercial broadcast stations). 


On other CW shorthand matters, I don't see a lot of value in the ham 
prosign KN, but that's because I learned KN as an open parenthesis while 


copying Navy hydrolant/navarea bulletins on 8080 kHz 25 years ago. 


I don't see any value in using BK over K (or KN), but that usage seems 


to have gained great ham popularity. 


I like TU over TNX. TU was used in commercial CW for many decades 
rather than the ham TNX/TKS.

To me, CW QSOs are roughly like phone QSOs in that there seem to be two 
distinct styles. 


The first, and much older, is the "broadcast" style where one station holds 
forth for up to several minutes and then "turns it over" to the other 
station, who then does his thing for awhile and then passes it back. 


Before the days when rigs were QSK or VOX, etc. that was the norm for 
contacts. I can recall 75-meter roundtables in the 40's where each station 
might get 3 to 5 minutes to hold forth, but his turn might come only once 
an hour! 


Once we had convenient and effective technical means for "turning it over" 
we gradually moved into the more current style of QSOing which is more like 
a normal person-to-person conversation. A says something and then B 
responds, etc. On phone, there is usually no prosign used or required - the 
pause is the invitation for the other station to respond, etc. VOX or 
adroit footswitch work makes it a natural efficient process. 


Same thing on CW although more commonly we find a prosign used to indicate 
positively that A has finished transmitting for the moment and is ready to 
listen for a (brief) response. With modern rigs having usually excellent 
QSK, it all works very well. 


Hence, the BK to indicate the transition in this second QSO style vs. the K 
or KN for the original style. But even on CW, if A and B work frequently 
they get to recognize each other's individual styles and habits and can 
break in without a BK invitation. Again. our excellent QSK rigs have made 
this almost the normal manner for CW exchanges. 


So, I can see the point of BK rather than K or KN. But, I strongly suspect 
that this is a matter of my age, experience and early habits formed when 
the "broadcast" style of QSO was the norm. Since modern rigs have made it 
much easier and more natural to "converse" in either phone or CW as people 
do face-to-face, it is not surprising that we hear more and more BKs and 
fewer Ks, or no prosigns at all. 


I think that this has also modified our usage of the more formal callup and 
signoff procedures that were once mandatory for "good operating procedure." 
So, DE, AR, SK, etc. seem to be fading rapidly from everyday operations. 
When is the last time you sent CL before turning off everything for the 
night?

Vance, 


CW is a living language in use every day by many. There is nothing 
strange about new words and phrases "creeping" in. Consider the phrase 
"make no mistake about it" commonly used by President Bush, and now 
creeping into other political and commercial users. It is, perhaps, 
"fashionable"! 


Within CW there are at least two reasons for shorthand. The first is 
speed. Certain operators feel the need for speed, and therefore adopt 
shorthand forms to increase the speed of their contact. These may be 
operators in a contest or DX operators. They may also just be plain on 
ld guys who want to reduce the formal part of the QSO to something short 
so they can get on wit rag chewing! 


The use of 5NN started creeping into the CW vocabulary back in the late 
70's, by my log books. It became very popular in contest operations 
because there was no prize for a good signal report/ What you had to 
get was the State, or Section, or DX Country. Signal Report was 
required but unnecessary! So people began to use 5NN for every signal. 
I can still remember getting into my first real contest back in 1978 and 
giving guys what I thought were real signal reports. I got a lot of 
"2". I soon learned! 


Cut numbers are the same sort of thing. They are common in military and 
commercial circuits, and they do much the same thing. The Phillips code 


came from the days when a telegram was the only real form of long 
distance communications and was also very expensive. It cut the message 
size to something more reasonable! 


The other reason for special characters in CW is the sort of "secret 
handshake" within a particular group. QRP began to use 72 in place of 
73 to mean "Best QRP Regards". I', sure there are other societies that 
have unique codes too. 


My advice is to learn those you will use and skip those you won't. If 
you are a contester, casual or rabid, learn the cut numbers. If you are 
a QRPer use 72 at your own discretion. O am a contester and still am 
occasionally baffled by some stuff I hear. I am a QRPer but I use 73 
because I don't think QRPers should take a back seat to anyone!

Jim, 
A DX station has a cl lot to choose form while operating. If he is 


only visiting the country his operating time may be limited. He wants 
to/must make as many contacts as he can in the period. This is 


especially true for contest operations and special DX stations. They 
have only a fixed period to satisfy millions of hams around eh world. 


Id the DX station lives there, he may be so rare that he can't ever get 
on a have a short rag chew with old friends! He must also budget his 
operating time. 


Several method have been used over the years. The first is listening 
for responses only from specific call districts or countries. The 
operator slowly works his way through his own list of call areas or 
countries. Often it depends on propagation too. 


The other, often used in combination with the first method is to listen 
either up or down for stations calling in the clear. This has the 
effect of spreading out the pile up so more guys can work the station in 
a short period of time. 


The question is how do you work them! First listed to the DX station. 
He will tell you where to call. Don't call him if you are a 4 and he 
wants only 6's. You'll just add to the QRM and annoy him! And listen 
to where he wants you to call. Of he says up. listen up and try to find 
where he is listening. If you hear him work another station you should 
call him just a few cycles away AFTER he has finished with the first 
station. This is called tail ending, and often worked. Don't QRM his 
QSO with the other station, you will only annoy him. 


In short, you have t listed, and listen carefully. I have been DX, both 
common (a PA3 for several years) and semi rare (a GD5 a couple of 
times). At one point I got so annoyed with another station that. while 
I worked him, and entered him in my log, he never got a QSL card! 
Listen, listen, and do what he tells you. If he says QSL via the 
bureau, don't bug him for an address. You'll only waste his time and 
annoy him. Remember, he is doing you a favor! There is no law that says 
he must work you!

To me, CW QSOs are roughly like phone QSOs in that there seem to be two 
distinct styles. 


The first, and much older, is the "broadcast" style where one station holds 
forth for up to several minutes and then "turns it over" to the other 
station, who then does his thing for awhile and then passes it back. 


Before the days when rigs were QSK or VOX, etc. that was the norm for 
contacts. I can recall 75-meter roundtables in the 40's where each station 
might get 3 to 5 minutes to hold forth, but his turn might come only once 
an hour! 


Once we had convenient and effective technical means for "turning it over" 
we gradually moved into the more current style of QSOing which is more like 
a normal person-to-person conversation. A says something and then B 
responds, etc. On phone, there is usually no prosign used or required - the 
pause is the invitation for the other station to respond, etc. VOX or 
adroit footswitch work makes it a natural efficient process. 


Same thing on CW although more commonly we find a prosign used to indicate 
positively that A has finished transmitting for the moment and is ready to 
listen for a (brief) response. With modern rigs having usually excellent 
QSK, it all works very well. 


Hence, the BK to indicate the transition in this second QSO style vs. the K 
or KN for the original style. But even on CW, if A and B work frequently 
they get to recognize each other's individual styles and habits and can 
break in without a BK invitation. Again. our excellent QSK rigs have made 
this almost the normal manner for CW exchanges. 


So, I can see the point of BK rather than K or KN. But, I strongly suspect 
that this is a matter of my age, experience and early habits formed when 
the "broadcast" style of QSO was the norm. Since modern rigs have made it 
much easier and more natural to "converse" in either phone or CW as people 
do face-to-face, it is not surprising that we hear more and more BKs and 
fewer Ks, or no prosigns at all. 


I think that this has also modified our usage of the more formal callup and 
signoff procedures that were once mandatory for "good operating procedure." 
So, DE, AR, SK, etc. seem to be fading rapidly from everyday operations. 
When is the last time you sent CL before turning off everything for the 
night?

Well FT243 crystals were most popular in WW II, That was about 60 years 
ago, as I reckon! They probably have not been manufactured in the past 
40 years. Most crystal regrinders used large stocks of surplus units to 
meet their needs. 


To make one today, they would have to first have one that is close 
enough in frequency to grind, and then grind it, and what would they do 
if it broke while they were grinding it or turned out to be inactive! 
Since crystals have gone to the sealed HC holders, many companies 
probably don't even have the machines to handle them automatically any 
more. I think that's why you find them so expensive. 


As as as looking through hunk boxes at the next hamfest goes, good 
luck. You have at least a 50-50 chance of finding one that is near the

redundant IMHO. Why send things that do nothing to improve the ability of 
the string to convey information? If you rely on something like the DE to 
let you know to "expect" a call sign, maybe you need more practice! :-) 
I'd suggest one of those little MFJ CW sending things that you can carry in 
your pocket and listen to while making it look like you are working...... 


After all, I could send CQ like this if I wanted to: 


CQ I AM 65 YEARS OLD AND WANT TO TALK TO YOU BECAUSE I DO NOT HAVE ANY THING 
ELSE GOING ON RIGHT NOW. PLEASE RESPOND TO MY PLEA. DE KU7Y 


OK, so maybe that's a little silly but you should still get the point. 
Now lets say I'm chatting with you. Here is about how it will come from me: 


SO HWS TRKS CHUCK? (To make sure Chuck knows that I'm going to be passing 
things back and forth in true QSK style, I'll often add BK after the 
question mark). 


SO HWS TRKS CHUCK? BK 
BN BUSY RON DOING ALL TT HMWRK GRADING (pause and I grab it) 
OK - ILL LET YOU RUN ES GET SUM WRK DN - 73 K7QO KU7Y 


This might not be exactly how it would come out but again you get the idea. 
You do NOT need to send and receive every letter of every word to understand 
what the other fellow is saying. And the protocol on sending call signs is 
to send the other stations first and yours last so everyone should be able 
to see who is who. 


In my soon (I hope) to be released little booklet on CW improvement I talk 
about why you can have some great QSO's and only copy about half of what the 
other station sends. This is why you can push your QSOing speed above your 
100% copy speed and still have fun and not embarrass yourself! 


Cut numbers??? They have been around like several folks have mentioned. 
There is more than one set of cut numbers which helps to confuse the issue! 
But check the handbook. They used to have a set in there that was what you 
find on the ham bands. 


Most of the USA stations only use T or O for © and N for 9. Now and then 
you will here someone over here use E for 5 but not very often. But in 
major contests it's very common for many EU stations to use the full range 
of cut numbers. This has been a rather hot topic on the contest reflector 
at times..... most US hams don't care for them while many (most?) EU hams 
either like them or don't mind them. 


There are several ways to handle cut numbers in contests...... you can just 
ask for the number over and over again until the station sends them as 
"numbers" or learn to copy the cut numbers. One other way to handle them is 
to just copy what they are sending..... lets say you get a serial number of 
ENTA. You can use a look up table after the contest if you want to change 
them to numbers or if you use contest software like TR Log it will change 
them to numbers for you, if you want it to do that. And one thing I did 
years ago was to just send the log in with the letters in place of the 
numbers...... after all, that is what was sent to me! I would ask the 
contest sponsors if this is still OK before sending in a log that way 
nowadays. 


To me most of these things are really not much of an issue. Sure, it might 
make you learn something new but so what? :-) 


Here is something to keep in mind...... 

The whole purpose behind having a QSO is to exchange information AKA have a 
conversation. Some people talk using a LOT of extra words while others get 
their point across using very few. Ditto with Cw. 

There really isn't any right or wrong way to do it. 

Just think about this...... many people who think that there needs to be 
some very strict rules to follow to have a CW QSO also believe that you 
should ruin the 3:1 ratio of CW and that if you use the magic buzz word of 


Farnsworth, it's OK..... :-) 


CW is nothing more than another language..... everyone will "sound" 
differently. 


It doesn't matter is it's said as: 

All of you, You'all or even Allyou'all 
Everyone should still understand the meaning! 
OK, back in my hole....

Hi Jim and all, 


DXing is a whole new experience and one that exposes you to many different 
operating styles. That is part of the fun of it...... there is ALWAYS 
something new to figure out not matter how long you have been doing it. 


One of the keys to working DX is to listen, listen and then listen some 
more. You will learn that on 15m and 20m it's very common for the DX 
station to be just below either 14.025 or 21.025 and to listen up 2 to 5 
KHz. This gives all license classes here in the USA a chance to get into 
the game but keeps them down in the "extra" class portion of the band where 
xxmaybex*x they will get a bit less QRM. 


On 40m most of the DX seems to show up in the bottom 5 KHz and thus the need 
for a extra class license! (That is what prompted me to get mine...... I 
wanted to work DX on 40m). 


Several people have posted good advice on finding the DX station and I'll 
add a couple of things that I have found to be true over the years..... 


One is to not be surprised to find the DX station with a LOUD signal. I 
don't know how many times I have been looking for a little weak DX signal 
when there he was all along, at about 20 dB over S9. :-) Of course the 
next time the DX station will be just in and out of the noise level. You 
just have to listen to ALL signals to find the right one. 


This is where "dual RX" rigs shine...... you put one RX on the pile up and 
have that set in one ear and the second RX is looking for the DX station and 
is set in the other ear. This allows you to do two things..... First you 


can track the stations he is working and see if he is moving up each time or 
just jumping around or even staying on the same frequency. Second it lets 
you know when the DX station will be sending. 


As you have seen, the exchange goes by very fast...... for the DX station to 
send something like KG4LDY 5NN doesn't take very long at 40 wpm. It helps 
to know when to expect him to send. You can use a second RX on a smaller 
antenna to do this and it works fair. Better than nothing. 


One of the major gripes about many DX operations is their lack of 
identification. The better operations give their call sign every few QSO's 


and the full QSL info every few minutes. Others will just assume that you 
know who they are! 


Someone already mentioned this but it's so important that I'll mention it 
again..... NEVER TRUST A DX SPOT TO HAVE THE CALL SIGN CORRECT...... ALWAYS 
copy the call sign yourself even if you have to sit there for an hour. 


Now lets look at another very common situation..... you find 3 piles ups at 
about the same place! This is where having those 2 RX's is really handy. 
Timing becomes just about the only way you can figure this one out and even 
then you need to really watch to be sure you have the right pile up paired 
to the right DX station. Again, it's a matter of listening. 


And yes, you will often find a DX station will go QRT before you identify 
him! But not to worry...... all DX will show up again someday. Maybe a few 
hours later or maybe several years later but they will be there! I had to 
wait several years for another group to go to Heard Island because I missed 
the other one...... I didn't have the ability to work splits then! 


Hope something in this helps someone.....

>scream Unbalanced (hey, they say iffen you use a random wire, just plug 
>it in), so I know that balun is needed, however, should I use a 1:1 or 
>something else. The guy at Ham Radio Outlet said that I should use a 
>4:1, but I remember a comment by somebody on this reflector that said 
>that impedence changes, and I remember reading something about high 
>impedence being better than a low impedence? that sound familiar? 


What you need is simple. 


You need a 1:1 CURRENT balun. Any of the coiled coax, Guanella, W1JR or 
W2DU designs will work great. 


You don't want a 4:1 VOLTAGE balun. Voltage baluns don't do a good job of 
balancing the feedline currents. They also don't have a 4:1 
transformation in the presence of complex impedances, which would be the 
case for your multi-band doublet. 


You can use the balun as I do. Mine is mounted outside, and a SHORT run 
of coax goes from the balun to the tuner. Use only solid-dielectric coax 
for this run, and keep it as short as you can. The solid-dielectric is 
used to avoid possible voltage breakdown, if a high-impedance point might 
appear on the coax. The short run is to reduce losses, since any part of 
the coax run is going to be more lossy than theopen wire. 


As for impedances, its easier for most tuners to deal with higher 
impedances than with really low impedances. That's why a 1:1 is better 
than a 4:1

GEOMAGNETIC STORM AND AURORA ALERT 


Gang, 

The shock wave from monday's X3 flare arrived earlier than expected 
and crashed into our magnetic field at 2030UTC 25 SEPT. It passed the 
SOHO satellite about a half hour earlier, at 1957UTC. Solar wind 

went abruptly from around 370 km/sec to over 800 km/sec ... your 

basic shock wave. Minor to major geomagnetic storming is already in 


progress, as are strong aurora beginning to sweep across northern 
Europe. 


If the high solar wind continues for the next several hours, there 

will be a good chance of aurora this evening over North America. The 
current K index from the onset of this storm is K=5, sufficient for 
aurora to be seen along the extreme northern U.S. (US/VE border) this 
evening. If the K index approaches 8-9, the aurora will be shoved further 
south. Something to check around 10pm to midnite your local time. 


The geomagnetic storm will make conditions this evening rather rough 

on 40-80M. Two M-class flares also occured on the sun today, for which 
the shockwaves should arrive thursday, triggering another minor to 

major geomagnetic storm. Short of some major flares tomorrow (wednesday), 
conditions should settle down by this weekend, for those of you wishing 
to participate in the ARCI QSO Party. 


The good news ... is the solar flux is still VERY HIGH and some very 
hot openings are being experienced on 10M during daylight hours and 
even a bit past local sundown. 


I'll be forwarding today's NOAA RSGA report with commentary shortly. 


Remember ... the geomagnetic storm will cause large noise and 

possible disruptions to the LOWER HF frequencies (20-30M and below) but 
NOT to the higher frequencies. Thus, 20M and above will escape most of 
the wrath of this geomagnetic storm.

While there is some good info here there are some things there that I don't 
think are all that good nor are they good as a learning guide. 


One of the major areas of disagreement is in his use and explanation of the 
RST system. It is explained in all of the log books I have plus every 
handbook I have ever had. There is just no reason to not understand it! He 
said something about having never sent a S report of 1 or 2 if I remember 
right. Heck, I've sent lots of 2's and a few 1's. Never sent a 0 (zero) 
because they don't exist in the RST system. He is right in that you don't 
need an S meter to give reports. 


He also said that he doesn't give any worse report than a T8. If you look 
at the definition of T8 it says; "Near perfect tone, slight trace of 
modulation". He said that he sends that when they have things like chirp or 
clicks. But if you read the explanation of the RST system you find that you 
add an X, C or K to the end of the report to indicate other things, like an 
X if the signal has the characteristic steadiness of crystal control, C if 
it has some chirp and a K if it has some clicks. 


Is the system perfect? No, but it's close enough that we should still all 
use it the "right" way and convey proper information with it. 


I also noticed that QRQ was missing from his list of Q signals. :-) 
Most of my other disagreements are minor enough to really be just nits. 


I really need to get my operating book done..... then everyone can take shots 
at me and how I think it should be done! :-) 


But I will give Jack a lot of credit for doing a lot of work putting that 
info up on the WEB.
